Through his collecting, experi- 
menting with, and disseminating of new and 
choice material, he was nationally recognized as 
one of our leading plant authorities. 

An extraordinary range of plants is congenial 
to Southern California and grows here with joy- 
ous exuberance all the year round. Gardens such 


as those of the Pharaohs in ancient Egypt or of 
the Caliph of Bagdad, gardens of Italy, gardens 
of the Riviera, gardens of old Spain, fit wonder- 
fully inte our California landscape and climate. 
We can have pergolas hung with the flaming 
Bignonias all winter, and fragrant with the lav- 
ender beauty of Wistaria from early Spring. 
Bougainvilleas drape tall trees in riotous aban- 
don, spreading their royal robes against the sum- 
mer sky. Japanese Azaleas weave rugs of dream- 
hke loveliness beneath our wide spreading trees.
